7 Accomplish more work in a day by

8 Increase the farm stock to the ex- 
tent of utilizing all the waste products 
and idle land of the farm. 

9 Produce all the food reqnired for 
the men and animals of the farm 

10 Keep an account of each farm 
product, in order to know from which 
the gain or lose arises.— Prof. Knapp, 
United States Department of Agriculture.

until Jan. '<53 was then detailed by Gen'I. 

I 
was w ilh him until his death at Gettys- 
burg and was the bearer of the last ver- 
bal airder he gave to Gen. Wainwright 
very late the night before the battle.

Ashing, gunning, bathing and many 
other things has gone on for more than a 
quarter of century almost undisturbed un- 
til additional developments in and around 
the pond threatened the health and lives 
of those who used water for domestic 
and drinking purposes 

After quite an agitation of the matter 
both in private circles and in town meet- 
ing and an appeal to the State Board of 
Health for information as to their rights 
the Commissioners issu<*d a notice forbld- 
ing the use of the pood for any of the 
above named purposes and Alvin Hollis, a 
life long resident and prominent citizen 
of South Weymouth was arrested a few 
days ago for violation of the orders of 
the Water Boar-1 We would say, how- 
ever, right here, that Mr. Ilollis is not a 
mau who has the reputation of being a 
violator of laws and other rules and reg- 
nlations.per-contrn.as hoy and man he has 
been a resident of Weymouth for 63 years 
and his appearance in court at Quincy on 
Tuesday is supposed to he only for a try- 
out of the authority of the Water Com- 
missioners and rights of the town. 

Albert P Worthen Esq. handied tlie 
case in behalf of the complainants and 
Harry A. Eyges Esq for the defendants. 

O Ulcer John F. Maynard who made the 
arrest was the drst witness who took tlie 
stand and testified to having found Mr. 
Hollis on the pond in a boat and appar- 
ently equipped for fishing 

F 11 Torrey clerk of the Water Board 
was the next witness and was cross ques- 
tioned quite sharply hy the defence as to 
the maunt-r of, and legality of procedure 
•>f ttie the Board in its efforts to stop 
the use of the pond for other than that 
exercise -1 hy the town in the maintenance 
of its water supply. 

Chief Fitzgerald, under whose orders 
Maynard claimed to have been was placed 
upon the stand to give his authority for 
iSsntng the order of arrest and gave Arti- 
cle 14 of the Rules and Regulations of the 
State Board of Health for Securing the 
purity of Weymouth Great Pond as a 
source of water supply. Following is the 
article : 

“ No person shall bathe iu, and no per- 
son shall, unless permitted hy a special 
regulation or by a written permit of the 
Board of Water Commissioners of the 
town of Weymouth, Ash in, or send, 
drive or put auy animal into Weymouth 
Great l’oud, so called, said pond heiug in 
the town of Weymouth and used hy said 
town as a source of water supply.

It is conceded by the tailors that the 
responsibility for the freak styles is to 
be laid to the youth in the large public 
schools and colleges, and the same class 
Is in a measure responsible for the equally 
ultra styles in footwear, and this class of 
trade is noisy if not substantial. Its lead 
causes tbe dealer to wonder over the 
fntnre of certian peculiarities of style 
and ffnish ; such as buttons, which are 
from time to time declared to be tbe 
proper fastening, and dealers do not like 
to handle button shoes. The hnmp-toe 
is another nltra style which has attracted 
attention and influenced design. It has 
certain merits, and will be on the market 
auother season, but dealers are beginning 
to dosbt if it will be a selling feature of 
next year's shoes.

A Story of i Negro Whop> a 
Hant Always Attended

TTte year I 860 marked the acme of 
plantation lift- In the aouth. a life 
which only larraona now quite old hnve 
lived. There were two rides to slavery 
—the one as represented by the kind 
master, the other by tbe man who 
considered bin slave os a mere piece of 
property. Naturally the families of 
the more refined clam of planters form 
ed a society of their bwn. and lt was 
among these especially that Instances 
of fidelity and attachment occurred 
Horn to be ruled and taken care of by 
their masters as a child is brought 
up by Us parents, many of these ne- 
groes. after <be war had set them free, 
clung to their former owners and the 
old plantation homes.' It was there that 
the negro worked by day In the cotton 
field and in the evening sang those 
melodies, s product of the period, ex- 
pressing a condition that diedi with 
tbe advent of emancipation. Tbe rela- 
tions between master- and slave have 
parsed, away, with jthp, antami, .snathe , 
following Incident, , told mo a few yedrs 
after the close of the’Svfc which abol- 
ished that system, cobld not possibly 
occur today: 

After the surrender at Appomattox 
I had occasion to travel through a por- 
tion of the south, ln Tennessee I found 
a plantation to which a large number 
of the negroes who had lived on It as 
slaves adhered as freed men. Their 
master, quite an old man now, paid 
them wnges, which they bad not as 
yet learned to handle for themselves. 
Interested to kDow how they liked the 
cbnuge. 1 approached a darky about 
thirty years old. who was sawing 
wood, and 1 questioned him. 

“Do you darkles like tbe way you 
Uve better than when you wens 
slaves T' 

“Borne ob am ’peats Co like It, If they 
like to wo’k. Them that don’t like to 
wo’k don't like It so well as befo\ 
'cause If dey don’t wx/k dey don't git 
nottln' to eat." 

"How do you feel about It?" 

‘Tla case air quar. I haln’t got no 
feelln’s about it. Dere’s a bant wbat 
goes around wltb me— oot a real hant 
rolled up ln u sheet, but a hant ob de 
feelln’s. 1 don’t take no Interest ln 
anything I'm a kind ob a dead nig- 
ger.” 

He hnd stopped ln bis wood sawing 
and looked out over the landscape with 
a sorrow ft$ gaze. 1 waited, feeling 
that be bad a story to tell and be 
would tell It without urging. 1 was 
not disappointed 

“I was bo’n’,” he continued, “on de 
same day aa Missy Della, an’ her 
mammy wns my motbe'. Consekence 
was dat when we two cblllen was lit- 
tle we was togedder all de time 1 
bear’D people say when we was three 
or fou’ yea s old. goln' roun' wltb on* 
a’ms roun’ each odder, how qnar my 
black face looked alongside her white 
one, fo’ her skin war white an’ pink, 
an' her ha’r war like yaller silk. 

“When Missy Della growed older 
she couldn’t do ’nuff W me, an' 1 war 
jlst ready to give up de gbori fb’ her 
any time Ef abe wanted anything 
done all she bad tt»- do war to say, 
‘Julius, you do dat tfjf me. won't yo\ 
plea so 7 Lnwd, what de uao ob s peak- 
in’ dat way to a Digger?

It I* Really the Old Time Method of 
Pronouncing English. 

Perhaps nothing Illustrates better 
the vicissitudes of pronunciation In 
English than n Btudy of what 1* called 
the “Irish brogue.” This lingual mode, 
for It Is scarcely to be called a dialect. 
Is usually presumed to be a deteriora- 
tion of language due to lack of educa- 
tion and contact with legitimate 
sources of English. It proves after a 
little study to be a preservation of the 
old method of pronouncing English, 
which has come down to a great de- 
gree unchanged in Ireland from Shake- 
speare’s time. , t ... 

In Elizabeth's time, however. It came 
to be realized that If there was to be 
any real affiliation of the two countries 
then the, Irish lnnguage must be sap? 
planted by English, anil a definite ef- 
fort in this direction was made. This 
change of speech, resented and resist- 
ed, was nevertheless successfully ac- 
complished all over the Island except 
In the west within a decade after 
Shakespeare's death. This fact, takes 
on a new significance when we Btudy 
what we riow call tho Irish brogue In 
connection with what Is known to have 
been the pronunciation of English at 
that time. The two are found to con- 
form in practically every respect. 
Irishmen pronounce English os their 
forefathers learned It and have pre- 
served its pronunciation because they 
have been nwny from the main cur- 
rent of English speech variation ever 
since.— Ilarper’s Magazine.

LIQUOR LEGISLATION. 

The liquor legislation was more of 
a negative than positive nature. A 
great effort was made to modify the 
"bar and bottlo” bill, but it failed. 
Provision was mode for Issuing new 
licenses for thoee that expired or 
were surrendered or cancelled. Chap. 
83. Holders of licenses wet© author- 
ized to store liquor anywhere, with 
no right to sell, and aftor approval hy 
the license authorities. Chap. 88. Ex- 
cept under direction of a physician 
the delivery - of liquors or drugs to 
a patient In any hospital suffering 
from liquor or drugs was forbidden 
under severe penalty. Chap 30. 

The "pony express" business of 
carrying liquor Into no-license places 
is further regulated by the provision 
that attch licenses must be granted iu 
April to run from the next May 1, and 
only to a person, firm or corporation 
doing a general expreea business. 
Chap. 423. 

Proprietors of storage warehouses 
must give licensing authorities, on 
request, the names of all storing liq- 
uor with them, for use by them only. 
Chap. 77. 

Licensed innholders in Springfield 
may serve liquor to guests nnHl mid- 
night, Chap.

A I ways keep dirt, snow and ice out of 
your horses’ hoofs. Keep the frogs 
clean if you want tin- animal to rest 
properly at night. 

Don't expect your horse to obey several 
commands at the same time; speak t<> 
him sharp and clear and do one thing at a 
time 

VVe should try to make every acre of 
the farm produce something, if it can 
do nothing else, encourage a growth of 
valuable trees for future lumber or fuel. 

It has been found that the seeds of 
many weeds will retain their vitality for 
15 to 25 years, possibly longer, and not 
all of the given year's seed grows in any 
one year. 

Rape is a good plant to grow for the 
fowls. The seeds are quite large so ger- 
minate easily. If the fowls have stripped 
one part of the poultry yard of grass, 
that part can be fenced oil’ and rape seed 
sown on it. The rape will grow rapidly, 
even if the soil is not dug up. The fowls 
should he turned into it when it has 
reached a height of about one foot. 

To prevent fowls crowding on the 
perches when at roost, place all the 
perches on a level and two to four feet 
from the floor in the lien house. Use a 
wide plank with cleats nailed across it, 
for a ladder to assist heavy birds to reach 
tiie perch without flying. It is quite 
natural for the fowls to seek the highest 
perch in the house— hence the crowding; 
but if all are on the same level this will 
he obviated. 

Tiie cabbage crop not only requires 
rich land, but frequent cultivation. Even 
if there are uo weeds visible, stirring the 
ground makes more plant food available. 
This is especially true after tiie surface 
is crusted by heavy rains Even when 
the weather is dry it will promote rapid 
growtli to hoe tiie cabbage plant early 
enough in the morning to brush the 
night dew into the newly stirred soil. 

It is said that a well kept manure pile 
is one of tiie surest indications of thrift 
and success in farming. How about 
judging us by this? I often visit farms 
where a sufficient amount of manure 
washes oil’ down the hill into gullies, 
branches and creeks to pay a man a salary 
of about §1,000 per annum to take care 
of it. This class of farmers are the first 
to kick when the establishment of an 
agricultural high school or a country de- 
partment of agriculture is mentioned. 

Years ago I used to feed my cattle corn 
twice a day until one day I ran across 
Prof. Henry's book on “Feeds and Feed- 
ing,” and there saw the statement that 
many feeders fed only once a day. I had 
a set of scales put between two feed 
yards, ami in one yard fed corn once a 
day and in the other twice. I weighed 
the cattle in both yards monthly and 
fonnd practically no difference in gain. 
So for the last six years I have never fed 
more than once a day. — Captain W. S. 
Smith at Minnesota Live Stock Breeders- 
Association. 

Farm laud always will he used for 
farming, and the farmer who, because he 
considers his land two high priced, sells 
it to another for farming purposes, is but 
tacitly acknowledging that he does not 
know enough about farming to sncceed 
where another can succeed. If he holds 
on to his land and studies farming just as 
every person in mercantile life mnst study 
his business to he successful, be will see 
no cause to sell out and go where land 
is cheaper. On the contrary, he will not 
only realize profit and prosperity, but he 
will enjoy a contentment among his life- 
long neighbors and friends and in the 
community that he has aided in developing 
that cannot he measured in dollars and 
cents.— American Lumberman. 

Butter In Pie.

Every person wh© drinks alcohol to 
excess, says Dr. Alexander Lambert 
In Success Magazine, will not show ev- 
ery form of mental deterioration that 
may be produced by excessive Indul- 
gence, and the degree of deterioration 
In intelligence which goes to muke up 
the sum total of mentality varies 
greatly In different Individuals. 

All who drink alcohol to excess, 
however, show some diminution In 
their judgment Judgment means the 
power of recalling various memories 
of perceptions . through the senses, 
which have come In from the outside 
world, memories of Ideas, memories of 
emotions and all the complicated asso- 
ciation of Ideas that these bring up. 
and In the recalling of them w eigh each 
one with the other and judge of the 
value between them. This also means 
reasoning and decision for action. This 
power of reasoning and judging Is 
weakened lu the alcoholic, and in any 
brain long poisoned by alcohol It is an 
impossibility to exercise It. Memon It 
self ls also weakened. There is exces- 
sive forgetfulness of the recent past 
and In some cases of advanced alcohol- 
ism there is absolute forgetfulness of 
wide gaps of years: a man may be 
unable to remember anything from the 
last five minutes back for twenty years 
and then remember back to childhood 

The memories of childhood are more 
easily stamped on the brain tbaD are 
those of udult life, both because It 
takes less to Impress a child and be- 
cause there ls not the complexity of 
Ideas crowding Into the bruin, nor the 
complexity of association of Ideas to 
be recorded. Therefore memories of 
childhood make n deeper Impress mid 
last longer, and so the complex memo 
rles of the adult are the first to be for 
gotten In the alcoholic, und those of 
childhood remain. *

The Ideal Insurance risk, from the 
point of view of height, is said to be 
from five feet seven inches to five feet 
nine inches talL According to the Na- 
tional Fraternal congress, longevity 
and bnlld buve a close relation; the 
greater the variation In height from 
the above figure the greater the risk. 

Rrnckbnnk says that tall men are 
not so long lived ns their brothers 
whose bends are nearer to the ground. 
Men who are both tall and stout are 
not us good risks as stunt men of me- 
dium or below medium height, says a 
writer In American Medicine. They do 
Dot bear acute illness so well, and ac- 
cidents to them are likely to be more 
severe. 

Risks over the allotted limit of 
weight are especially liable to dia- 
betes, heart affections, apoplexy, gout, 
diseases of the kidneys and arterio- 
sclerosis; excessive eating and abuse of 
alcohol are common among this class. 
It is stated that stoat men under forty 
are worse risks than those over forty 
and under sixty, and that men who 
were nndnly fat while they were boys 
are considered poor risks, especially If 
the tendency Is hereditary. 

Stout men are better average risks 
than their very thin brothers who are 
liable to tuberculosis and disorders of 
the nervons system. But for even the 
featherweight there Is much consola- 
tion. He liears acute Illness better 
than the heavyweight, and most of 
the people living beyond the allotted 
threescore y«*ars and ten are of light 
bnlld. A slim, wiry, small framed man 
Is said to be a better risk that • thin 
bat big boned one.

The First Money. 

Money Is mentioned ns n medium of 
exchange In Genesis, chapter 23, nnd 
is supposed tn refer to n time ns far 
back as ISOn R C. The coinage of 
money Is ascribed to the Lydians, n 
people of Asia Minor It Is. of course, 
quite Impossible to fix nny definite date 
for the first coinage. Long t>cfore any 
one thought to coin money it was made 
out of any durable substance that ,*nme 
to hand, such as leather, Iron, tti, 
bronze nnd even the hard hark of the 
trees and stones of the fields.

CORPS OF ROGUES 

. o.'.ch Foreign Legion a Unique 
Military Buly. 

CRIMINALS FILL ITS RANKS. 


It Gathers Recruits From the Social 
Outcasts ot All Grades of All Othar 
Countries — Iron Discipline and Bru- 
tal Punishments. 

Thi* I'rriKb Foreign Legion Is 
unique There Is no other military 
organization like It ou earth. It was 
first raised in 1SB1 for service lu the 
thou newly conquered colony of Al- 
geriu. The officers are French officers, 
of course, but the ranks are made up 
of outcasts of all social ranks of all 
other countries. It Is understood that 
recruits are simply seeking refuge 
from the arm of the civil law. The 
corps has done excellent .vork against 
the Arabs aud Is always placed lu the 
forefront of the fight 
The Foreign Legion exists hut to 
march. To this one end Its whole 
training Is devoted. To full out on 
the march is tin* one unpardonable 
sin In a legionnaire. The system of 
marches Is brutal. No matter what 
the distance. It has to be completed In 
one stugo. Forty miles, fifty, sixty— 
no matter— it Is done straight off the 
reel, with, of course, brief halts for 
rest. Hut there Is no general halt 
until the whole distance Is completed. 

If u legionnaire faints ou the mnrch 
he Is tied to 11 baggage cart which 
rolls on. lie then either hns to march 
or he Is dragged along. "Seeing this 
done for the first time, 1 thought It 
J brutal, but later 1 learned to under- 
stand thi* reason for It,” said one who 
had served in Its ranks. 

The legionnaire who straggles In the 
desert Is lost. Hundreds of men have 
- died a dreadful death In this way. The 
Arab women pounce upon them, ljing 
helpless In the sand, and. with shrieks 
of fiendish delight, proceed to torture 
und mutilate them before killing them 
outright. 

A legionnaire’s pay Is only a hnlf 
penny n day. True, wlno In Algeria 
costs only n penny n quart, nnd tobac- 
co threepence to fourpenco a pound. 
Ilut— n halfpenny n dnyl 
Ills rations, too, nro of the scantiest. 
Two meals n day only are served— 
breakfast at 10 o’clock In the morning 
nnd supper at -I in the afternoon. 
Each meal is exactly alike, consisting 
of n thick soup made up of meat nnd 
vegetables, with bread, and every oth- 
er day a small quantity of wino. 

The discipline Is ruthless In Its sever- 
ity; the punishments are cruel in the 
extreme. For grave offenses, like de- 
sertion. Insubordination or striking a 
superior officer, death Is frequently In- 
dicted, or, falling that, flit* offender is 
sent to serve in the penal battalion on 
the edge of the Sahara desert. This 
nearly always means a slow and pain- 
ful death tn place of a quick and com- 
paratively painless one. 

Minor offenses are punished with 
from twenty to a hundred days tn 
prison or with "cellule.” which Is soli 
tary confinement lu the dark plus star- 
vation. I have seen strong, robust 
men so reduced after doing thirty days 
cellule that they have hardly been able 
to stand, yet they had to resume their 
ordinary duties nevertheless. 

Not long since two other dreadful 
forms of punishment were In vogue — 
the "silo" and the “crapaudine.” The 
silo was Just n deep holt* in the ground 
shaped like a funnel. Into which the 
victim was cast. He was given no 
blanket or other protection from the 
weather. 

The suit beat upon him hy dny; the 
cold night mists penetrated to the mnr- 
row of his bones. He could not lie 
down, for the bottom of the silo sloped 
to n point. He Just crouched, n hud- 
dled heap, until not infrequently death 
mercifully relieved him from his suf- 
ferings. 

The crapaudine consisted In trussing 
a man as a fowl Is trussed, his hands 
nnd feet lieing tied together ou his 
back In such a manner that they form- 
ed a sort of semicircle. 

This resulted In such frightful 
cramps that the pain sometimes drove 
men mad. Both the silo nnd the ern- 
pa udlne, however, have now been 
abolished. But lu the field nnd on the 
march an offender Is still punished hy 
being “sprendoagled” nnd bound to 
four stakes driven into the ground. 

To escape from these tortures men 
mutilate themselves, usually by cut- 
ting off one or more fingers, or they 
will purposely make themselves 111. 
One favorite trb-k is to take n drink 
from the sewers under the Arab pris- 
on. This loathsome draft almost in 
variably brings on nn nftack of ty- 
phoid of n peculiarly malignant type. 

Others, more enterprising, try to de- 
sert, but they rarely succeed. Most- 
ly they meet with dreadful deaths at 
the hands of the wild Arabs of the 
desert. The onlv clnss of recruits who 
are treated with special fnvor are 
those who have previously been offi- 
cers in some other army. These are 
usually made corporals on enlistment 
nnd afterward sergeants. But even 
under the most favorable condition* 
life In the legion Is the life of n dog.

ON THE FARM 

Read this column and you can have 
it delivered at your house with some- 
thing new every week for a full year 
by sending $2.00 to this office now. 

Strawberries should tie cultivated, the 
weeds eradicated and the moisture con- 
served for late summer drought 

Among the many improvements, none 
a'ong the line of gardening equal the 
wheel tools for the saving of labor and 
the efficiency of work 

The silo enables the dairyman to keep 
more live stock on the same number of 
acres and at less cost in feed and labor. 

If the horses are not working, cut 
down their rations : they are like human 
beings and they do not require such 
heavy feeding when not working 

Secretary Wilson says : “The greatest 
crop of America is grass and then corn. 
Next after corn is probably cotton, then 
come wheat and poultry, running neck 
and neck. The product of the hencoop is 
now nearly as valuable as that of the 
wheat fields ” 

Soil conditions are the prime requisites 
to successful agriculture, and the proper 
conditions are not all the same for all 
kinds of crops. A soil particularly 
adapted to one kind of crop may be 
wholly inadequate for others. The soil 
in proper condition for whatever crop to 
be grown must contain the absolutely 
necessary ingredient moisture. 

Save all the corncobs. They are good 
or smoking meat in absence of hickory 
wood, and they are splendid for burning 
to :i charred condition for hogs. The 
surplus cobs should go Into the manure. 
They nr. good absorbers of liquids and 
improvers <>f soil texture, besides sup- 
plying some fertilizing elements and 
adding humus to the soil. 

If you have grow n a good-sized flock 
of pullets it will lie a good plan to hegin 
soon to cull out the old hens and fatten 
them for market, and the roosters too 
From July to September the old hens 
will not be profitable layers, and by the 
latter date the young pullets will begin to 
supply eggs. Getting rid of the old hens 
and roosters will give more time and 
feed to the younger producing stock. 

Tlie term scientiflc agriculture compri- 
ses more than tilling the soil, more even 
thau determining and selecting the crops 
to be sowm and planted ; it comprises the 
harvesting of the crops and the care and 
disposal of them after harvest. It in- 
cludes, therefore, the arranging, locating 
and construction of farm buildings, the 
dividing and arrangement of farm fields 
and the erecting of farm fences. Still 
more, it comprises a development of the 
whole community by placing agriculture 
upon a higher plauc. by making it a calling 
even more dignided than business, mak- 
ing ii indeed a profession. 

Tlie lirst step in exhibiting fruit is, of 
course, to grow good fruit, and it remains 
then, for the exhibitor to select his best 
specimens The man who is planning to 
exhibit fruit should not wait until his 
fruit is picked before he chooses his 
show specimens These should be selected 
while they are stili upon the tree, and it 
is usually advisable to pick the specimens 
that are on tlie outermost brandies, 
where they get sufficient light to be of 
the proper color for the variety and grow 
without injury or deformity. These 
specimens should lie removed from the 
trees very carefully. American Lumber- 
man. 

“What would I look for if I went to 
buy a farm?" 

“First I should consider its proximity 
to market. A farm, other things being 
equal, close by a good market, is worth 
vastly more than if no more than eight 
or ten miles away, ami the better and 
more productive the farm the greater per 
cent would tie tlie ditfereuce in price. 
Then, of couu>e, 1 should consider the 
character of the neighbors. Life is too 
short to waste it in an uncongenial 
neighborhood Of course, I would have 
an eye to the buildings but would far 
rather have a good farm with poor build- 
ings than a poor one, however good they 
might be. I should carefully look at the 
kind of grass growing along the roads. 
If I saw only June grass and sorrel with 
no Timothy or clover I would not stop 
to look at tlie soil. I would not kick if I 
found Sweet clover as high as my head.

Shoe Industry. 

Movements of fmit wear the pn*t week 
have been largely in the retailers’ elearanee 
sales Demands for deliveries of fall 
lines are being made and manufacturer* 
are generally busy, though there are re- 
ports of work being short in some fac- 
tories. Meanwhile new manufacturing 
concerns are springing up and new fac- 
tories are being built, so a good future 
seems to be expected At present, bn*i- 
ness is being done in a conservative man- 
ner tint thnt. is peculiar to the time and 
season. Tlie shoe manufacturing busi- 
ness has been more limited lately because 
of the conservative methods of shoe deal- 
ers I hat they have been more caution.* 
the past year than before is showt by a 
comparison of the movement of shoe* in 
Brockton, where, it is estimated, elevi n 
per cent of the shoes made in ihi* country 
are produced. During the past seven 
months the nnmtier of cases shipped was 
4112, 137, as compared w ith 4s.'i.s4:i cases 
for tlie corresponding months iu l'.iln 

In retail circles clearance sales continur 
and there is still a demand for white 
goods so great tnat dealer* have to look 
about to ll iii 1 enough to keep tip ihetr 
stocks. 

Wholesalers are preparing for the 
campaign by getting in spring samples 
Fall orders are still being obtained by 
salesmen and business is more or less 
mixed 

Shoe dealers are more or less “at sea' 
as to the styles and designs which w ill he 
the best sellers The time was when the 
general taste was confined to a limited 
number of styles hut the rivalry of deal 
ers and the tastes of localities have quite 
upset ilia', condition, and tin* demand tm 
something “new' pervades every locality 
A dealer is reported saying "Shoe. buy- 
ing nowadays is not based on eommou- 
sense judgement and there is no telling 
what will lie the best s- lling toe in men's 
lines this coining season " 

A tendency tow ai d longci to,-* i-. , 
pected to tie the next development in pat- 
terns. For some time the effort has been 
to make the foot appear short. l> v using a 
short forepart vamp, with the top coining 
well down on the instep all marked 

changes iu styles seem to he extremes, 
the long toe is to be expected. The 
short-toed shoe has caused injury to foot 
and stocking ami discomfort in various 
ways. The longer toe, which i? a i|e»- 
cendent of tlie high toe, w hich gave sottii 
relief, is expected to give still more re- 
lief. 

.Manufacturer.* of women's shoes have 
been giving their attention to pumps, tin- 
shoe which tias always defied the maker 
and wearer and refused to tit Now it is 
claimed that a Lynn last maker has 
solved the problem, for he made a last on 
which some of the present season’s lines 
of pumps have been built, aud the result 
has established his claim that they would 
not slip at the heel or gape at the sides — 
the two chief objections to pumps These 
objections having been inet, Lynn manu- 
facturers propose to feature pumps for 
next spring aud summer They will be 
marketed as pumps, or if ptovided wltn 
the Colonial bow and buckle, as Colonial*

When the ctfy Is to make merry on 
fe.-st days tin* ringers climb to the 
bel fry. anti then by the aid of n rope 
>i ml steps cut In the wnll of the tower 
each Hint nits to Ihe bell he Is to ring 
tttnl stand* astride the shoulder of the 
brazen monster Then he presses the 
bell with his feet, holding on the cross- 
piece on which the mass of metal Is 
swung. 

Gradually the great bell sways to 
the muscular movement of the man 
astride It until It acquires a momen- 
tum that swings the hammer, first 
gently nnd then with lncrentdng force 
ns the sweep of the tieil widens until 
the ntr Is trembling from the giant 
blows that strike the massive sides of 
the monster. 

The mere vibration of the atmos- 
phere as the huge bells ring out would 
be enough to make an unprncticed 
ringer turn dizzy and fall from his 
pen-h But this Is not all. for many 
bells are ringing In the lielfry at the 
same time In obedience to the move- 
ments of their riders, nnd the din ls 
deafening.

Ruins of an Ancient Town on tho Bod 
of tho Adriatio.

The party left North Abington about 
midnight on Saturday for a trip to the

the pond to Hog Point and arrived safely

overturned boat, hnl Stetson and Sprague 
could not locate It 

Buckley . aroused by the cries of one 
of tin- party, swam ashore and quickly 
divesting himself of his clothing, swam 
hack to the boat to help rescue tile others 
whose strength was fast failing He 
shouted to Stetson and Sprague and ri-- 
eeived no answer, tin y having gone down 
for the last time As Stetson was a good 
swimmer and Sprague was unable to 
swim a stroke, it is supposed they grasped 
each other ami went down together 
Buckley then turned his attintion toward 
rescuing Kent ami Crossinan hut In-fore 
lie carried out anv plans a boat came in 
sight with John (Tamer, a visitor at one 
of the cottages, aboard, who ratlie out to 
sis- w hat the commotion was Kent was 
transferred to (Tamer's boat ami then 
Buckley swhiii ashore with (Tossman on 
his hack.

THOMPSON S ISLAND. 

The Model Farm sad Trade Sc fc ap L 
of the Whole World. 

One of the ohj. ctd nMlff Massachnett* 
Press Associations is to visit the various 
institutions of the state, large industrial 
centers, manufacturing establishments, 
recreation resorts and other places for 
tin- purpose of giving to the public the 
information gathered tip anti last week 
tlie Farm and Trade School at Thompson’s 
Island was the pla - e visited and ahont 70 
ponple of the pr,ess came home enlight- 
ened as to the institution of which too 
little is known 

In the early days of the last century a 
few philanthropic men of Boston con- 
ceived the idea of helping orphan hoys 
and others, whose surrounding anti condi-' 
tious were a handicap to their progress 
In the world and established a little school 
in the old colonial Gov Phillip's house 
corner of Salem and Charles streets in 
Boston. 

The school soon outgrew the oringinal 
idea of its promotors and plans were 
made to pursue the work on a larger scale 
until, in 1 932, Thompson's Island was 
purchased for the work and a more ideal 
spot could not he found, a beautiful is- 
land of l. r »7 acres overlooking the harbor 
and extensive inland shore lines. 

The farm and Trade School is not a re- 
formatory or state institution but a pri- 
vate corporation operating under the 
State Corporation Laws officered by lead- 
ing men of the state. 

The membership of the school;!* limited 
to 100 and takes on hoys who must pas* 
an examination equivalent to the 5th grade 
of the common school, be of good moral 
character and in good physical condition;. 

The visiting party was ferried to the 
island from City Point hy the companies 
barge and steamer and received at the 
landing h.v the able superintendent, 
Charles II. Bradley, and from the mo- 
ment of landing to that of the departure 
tlie wonder grew as to how such perfec- 
tion in- brought about, and most of the 
accomplishment bv hoys from 12 to 17 or 
18 years of age. The party saw things 
not dressed for parade but in their every 
day condition. 

A neat ami commodious landing with 
a long stretch of beach on either hand 
without a sigh of drift wood, sea weed 
or anything to suggest a lack of neat- 
ness and order. 

From the landing a few minutes walk 
takes us to the stock stable where the 
lover of man's two best animal friends, 
the horse and cow, w 111 enjoy a treat on 
looking at the long row of milk producers 
atid beautiful horses From here we are 
escorted to the gronnds in front of the 
real home for boys and seated beneatli 
giaat shade trees take in the beautiful 
farm scene stretciiing away almost to the 
Sqnantum shore with the Blue Hills, the 
distant acres of waving corn anil vegeta- 
bles gardens, orchards, pasture ami mov- 
ing fields are before you and here nn the 
lawn Mr Bradley gives us a more formal 
reception anil a very interesting talk on 
the institution, its origin and progress 
ami details of the boys’ work ami train- 
ing In addition lo school the hoys are 
taught nearly all of the mechanical indus- 
tries anil graduate equipped for a life of 
industry 

We are next taken to tlte grove in the 
rear of the house and again seated be- 
neath lofty ami spreading shades trees 
and surround long tables loaded with a 
lnnch which would tempt the most fasti- 
dious epicure especially so if he were a 
lover of juicy corn fresh from the fields 
and real milk and crearn. 

Qnr next treat was given when seated 
again on the lawn in front of the. house. 
Music is a marked feature of the Institu- 
tion and a hand compose'! of thirty five 
boys of the school gave us a concert 
which would compare favorably with 
many of the military bands of the coun- 
try am! tlie average age of the hoys is but 
a little over 14 years. Ttiis bam! was 
started as a feature nearly forty years 
ago, has never been without a good 
membership and many of its graduates 
have become famous musicians Every 
boy on the island must become a swim- 
mer and to an extent an athlete and their 
instructor in these is a native Hawaiti, 
who is also a tnusican and treated the 
party to a few songs in his native tongue. 

The afternoon was spent in visiting the 
shop school and other features of this 
model institution. On the steamer the 
boys are given a knowledge ami practical 
experience in marine engineering, on the 
farm they learn the care of live stock ami 
how to raise the food they cat, in the 
shops they learn all manner of wood 
work, hlarksmithing and the printing art 
to perfection. 

One must not leave the island without 
visiting “cottage row" which is a long 
row of little cottages built by the individ- 
ual boys. A boy is given material and 
allowed to build his little cottage accord- 
ing to his own plans ami ideas and for a 
time lie is the individual owner and occu- 
pant In the midst of these cottages there 
is one small building over which is the 
sign City Hall and the boys have a regular 
city govenrment choosing mayor and 
other officers ami receive regular instruc- 
tions in municipal management. In short 
every tiling needful is taught on the is- 
land : here regular observations are made 
and weather forecast is made on scientific 
principals. 

The partv was not indebted alone to 
Mr. Bradley, the superintendent, nor are 
the boys on the island for favors received. 
Mr. Bradley is a strong factor in many of 
the affairs connected w ith the farm and 
school. The ladies of the visiting party 
being especially indebted to her for 
favors shown 

The day ended all too soon and the nioji 
and women of the Press Association'lefJ 
with regrets but with a feeling that the 
Thompson's Island Farm and Trade 
School is one of the best institntionsof the 
kind for boys in this or any other coun- 
try.

Church Centennial. 

The Union Congregational church of 
Weymouth and Braintree celebrated the 
one hundredth anniversary of its organiz- 
ation Sunday, August I3th. The church 
was organized August I4th, 1811 w ith 28 
members, ami during tlie century it has 
had ten pastors. 

Rev. Daniel A. Clark from Jan. 1812 to 
Oct. 1813; Rev. Jonas Perkins from June 
1815 to Oct. 1860; Rev. Lysander Dicker- 
man from Jan. 1861 to July 1867; Kev. 
Alfred A. Ellsworth from April 1868 to 
1871 ; Kev. Lncien H. Frary from April 
1875 to Oct. 1886; Rev. Eddy T. Pitts 
from Nov. 1887 to April 1889; Rev. Oliver 
Huckcl from May 1891 to Sept. 1893; Rev. 
William H. Alexander from 1894 to Nov. 
1896; Rev Henry S. Snyder from April 
1897 to April 1901 and Rev. Robert II. 
Cochrane, the present pastor, from Sept. 
1901. 

A general expression of sympathy was 
expressed for the pastor, who was pre- 
vented from being present by the death 
of his father Saturday night. 

The weather conditions were very pro- 
pltuous, which helped to bring out a large 
audience at the morning service, and a 
fair sized attendance in the afternoon. 

Tlie order of exercises were similar to 
the usual Sunday order. The organ pre- 
lude was followed by the singing of the 
doxology; invocation by Dr. Huckcl. ?>1 
joining in the Lord’s prayer ; music by a 
male chorus and an anthem by the choir; 
responsive reading led by Kev. Granville 
Yaeger of Braintree; singiqg of the 
Gloria, congregation joining; seriptnre 
reading by Rev. Sidney K. Perkins; re- 
sponse by the male ctjorns, followed by 
an anthem by the choift^ sermon by Kev. 
Oliver Iluckel D. IX Baltimore, Md., 
whose topic was “Tjie Congregational 
Spirit,— its service to the Nation and the 
World. This was a tine presentation of 
Congregationalism ; of how its democracy 
was akin to that of the apostelic church ; 
of how It freed itself from the restraint 
and tyranny of the middle ages; of how 
it stood for symplicity in worship, and 
yet could allow more or less of ritual, and 
how it had developed less of denomina- 
tionalism, but more of a spirit or principle 
that may enter into all denominations and 
be most active influence for unity. 

There were eighty present at the Com- 
munion service at which Dr. Huckul, 
Kev. Mr. Yager and Rev Mr Perkins 
officiated. 

The afternoon service in the absence of 
the pastor was in charge of I)ea. Charles 
T. Crane. The invocation was by Rev. 
Mr. Perkins; the responsive reading and 
scripture reading by Dr. Huckel, and the 
prayer hy Kev. Henry C. Alvord of South 
Weymouth. 

When the chairman of the committee 
was notified by telephone Sunday morning 
that Rev. Mr. Snyder was ill and could 
not be present, he immediately called tip 
Kev. Mr. Hyde of the Episcopal church 
of Weymouth ant) obtained his consent to 
speak upon the topic assigned to Mr. 
Snyder, viz : “One hundred years of man- 
hood making and character building.’' 
With such a short time for preparation, 
Mr Hyde proved himself equal to the em- 
ergency and gave an eloquent and stirring 
address. 

Before reading letters from Rev. Wil- 
liam II. Alexander of Derby, Conn., Mrs. 
A. A Ellsworth of Qniucy; Mrs. L. H.

Crane stated that he was .the only male 
member of the church whose recollections 
could reach back over sixty years of the 
one hundred, and that he had been active 
In the service of the chnrch nearly fifty 
years. But there was one legacy that 
reached back to the beginning and that 
was the old pulpit bible, which had been 
saved ffiom the fire which jltatrqyed the 
old historic church building in June 1897. 
This bible, which was printed in 1798, 
stood oq a table by the pnlpit, and after 
the service was ex amine* 1 by many with in- 
terest. .... * 

The address upon “Rev. Jonas Perkins 
and his 45 years of pastoral service,” was 
given by his grandson Rev. Sidney K. 
Perkins and was exceedingly interesting 
Among other things, he stated that his 
grandfather had a decided mechanical 
ability with considerable inventive power. 
He is reputed to have made the first model 
of the power loom, bnt which was appro- 
priated and patented by others. While 
he could have unouhtedly made more 
money in mechanics, yet to his honor be 
remained loyal to the sacred profession to 
which he had consecrated himself. 

The singing by the male chonis at both 
services was delightful and enjoyable. 
The choir also sang with spirit and en- 
thusiasm. They both added greatly to 
the success of the celebration.

Giaai Barrell ImL 

Weymouth sustains a marked loss in 
Uif death of this prominent citizea and 
officisl, who passed away early Tne*(lay 
morning, August 15, at his home on Mill 
street. South Weymouth, after some four- 
teen years of impaired health which re- 
peatedly involved distressing condition*. 

Mi. Loud, who was born seventy two 
years ago on July 12, 1839 near his later 
home, came of an ancestry locally notable. 
Through his father. Reuben Loud, the 
founder of the itox manufacturing firm *>f 1 
R. Loud anti Sons, who lived lo lie 93 
years of age, he was a grandson of 
Eliphalet Loud, “Squire Loud” of local 
fame, whose family of thirteen chit* Iren 
became heads of some of the leading fam- 
ilies of South Weymouth Throngh bis 
mother, Theeda Burrell, he was a grand- 
son of Gilinan Burrell, a prominent res- 
ident at Lovell’s Coiner. The vicinity of 
the home has long iteen known as the 
“Loud nelghborhoiMTfrom the r* markable 
fafliily grouping there of the home of 
Reuben Loud, the father, and the sepa- 
rate homes within a few rods of it of 
fotrr of his children. 

He Received his etincalion in the public 
schools and at 21 worked for a year at 
the store of Samuel Burrell at Lovell’s 
Corner. Later and for the rest of ills 
life, he was actively engaged in manu- 
facturing as carried on by U Load and 
Sons, having its business management in 
charge for ahont fifty years. In connec- 
tion with it he developed a mark capacity 
for estimating the value of woodland and 
lumber and his services as an appraiser 
wrrft songht in special cases, one of 
which was the Khines estate at Wey- 
mouth Landing. . 

In ids business and personal affairs he 
wns painstaking, accurate anti watchful 
that no account should be neglected His 
business judgement and experience w.ere 
also applied often in helpful spirit to the 
settlement of estates, ami his counsel 
was valuable , 

In the affairs of the town Mr. Loud was 
always interested. Resides serving fre- 
quently upon committees, he was one of 
the selectmen for two years, and was at 
the time of his death, chairman of the 
board of assessors, the present being his 
twenty-first year as a member of the 
board . For many years he has been a 
ilirector in the Mt. Hope Cemetery Asso- 
ciation and for several recent years its 
president. In the South Weymouth Sav- 
ings Bank he had long served as a trustee. 

Mr. Loud was universally respected as 
a man of the highest personal character 
ami integrity. He had strong convictions 
of right and wrong, and his idea* in per- 
sona! and public affairs were always noble 
ami inspiring and made him a man recog- 
nized on every side as trustworthy anti 
faithful. In political belief he was a 
lifelong republican 

He wa* a deeply religious man, holding 
firmly to the great fundamental truths of 
the Bible, a man whose Innate modesty 
and reserve made him less demonstrative 
than some For 37 years he had been a 
member of the Old South church anti for 
28 years, by successive elections, one of 
its deacons, being at his death Its senior 
deacon and treasurer. For a long time 
he had taught a men's Bible class in its 
Sunday school, while in its prayer meet- 
ings, he actively co-operated by his habi- 
tual presence and participation 

From his early years he had been much 
interested in singing. He possessed a 
tenor voice of remarkable quality and for 
about a half century, gave efficient aid in 
the choiriof which for many years after 
the resignation of the late William Dyer, 
he was the chorister. He also belonged 
to the famous Stoughton Musical Society. 

Mr. Loud was married Get. 5, 1864 to 
Lytlia M. daughter of Washington Shaw 
and she survives him with eight children, 
Emily T., George IX, Wilton A , the 
grocer at Nash, Frank E. of M K Loud 
& Co., Merton L., Lina W., It. Cady of 
Quincy and Jessie M., a teacher in West- 
boro since graduating from Boston Uni- 
versity. He is also survived by three 
brothers, Reuben, Francis of Quincy and 
Richard and by two sisters, Mrs. Mary 
Uady and Mrs. Maria Lewis. 

Tlie funeral services were held at his 
late residenco on Thursday afternoon and 
were conducted by his pastor, Rev. Henry 
C. Alvord. 

The l’uritan quartette sang the follow- 
ing selections : “Nearer My God to Thee,’’ 
“After a Little While” and “Crossing the 
Bar.” 

The sons of Mr. Loud were the hearers 
autl the burial was in Mr. Hope Cemetery. 


A Herculean Katydid. 

Experiments conducted hy a nntuml- 
lst attached to one of the government’s 
scientific bureaus nt Washington ad- 
duced an Interesting example of the 
strength of the katydid. lie harness- 
ed n katydid to a kind of sled made 
by folding a piece of ordinary note- 
paper, and then loaded the sled with 
various nrtlcles. The insect proved 
able to dmw. In addition to the orig- 
inal paper, twelve paper sheets each 
8 by 4Ht inches, a large screw, two 
steel pens, a stone weighing two 
ounces mid three and n half lead pen- 
cils. When the weight became too 
heavy to draw otherwise, the katydid 
got Its fore feet over the edge of the 
table for a hotter hold, and on the 
ndditlon of nnorher weight It increas- 
ed the adhering (tower of Its feet by 
moistening them In Its mouth.— New 
York Tribuna

“1 am suffering from the plague 
Please do not send a doctor to me, as 
In any event my end win come In 
four or five days.”

The gardener should try to grow the 
carrot quickly In irder to secure tender, 

akrrot, oatfana jpgeimens. 

It will pay to select the best hills from 
the Held for seed purposes. They will 
invariably greatly Increase the yield. 

Make plans for a succession of forage 
crops. All crops grown on the form help 
to swell the bank account. 

Now is the time when plenty of milk 
is desirable for the market. Prices are 
at their best and the cows should he feed 
so as to make the most milk 

The more grain fed to fowls the more 
grit needed. The fatter poultry become, 
the more water needed. Hence it l» nec- 
essary to provide clean water and grit 
for best results. 

Be suae that the new hen house is loca- 
ted where the drainage is good, and not in 
a place where water will stand for any 
length of time. 

The Granges of the country hold more 
than 100,000 meetings every twelve 
months. With an average attendance of 
seventy-live persons, and probably even 
more, some Idea can be gained of wiiat an 
influence the order ia exerting every year 
throughout the country. 

Experience has shown that, for econ 
omy, convenience, the physical well-being 
of the animals, saving of labor, clearing 
the land for fall plowing or seeding, putt- 
ing the manure in thd best possible condi- 
tion to amalgamate with the soil aDd for 
larger producuction and proflts generally 
the silo is a long step In advance. 

If all foodstuffs were as reasonable as 
fruits and vegetables are at present, there 
would be littte excuse for complaint about 
the cost of living. Every day seems to 
bring increasing quantities of seasonable 
fruits and there is an Abundance of garden 
truck in the local merket In spile of the 
large quantities that are being taken by 
the summer hotels. 

Summer weather causes the water 
troughs to collect algae aDd slitne. It is 
well to whitewash the inside of the 
trough and let it dry a day before tnrning 
In more water. The cows must be 
watched, for, although the cow is a clean 
animal, she will drink foul water if she 
can And it. Mnd holes In the pasture 
must be fenced up or the cows will leave 
the clean water to drink the green stuff 
and this is what typhoid germs thrive 
upon when once the milk is exposed to 
the air. 

Temperature is one of the many condi- 
tions which effect the churning of cream, 
and it is the most important factor to be 
taken into consideration during the churn- 
iug process. Too high a temperature 
must be avoided, as it causes the butter 
to gather in soft, flaky lumps. Butter 
churned this way generally shows up 
with a greasy body The butter also re- 
tains a large amount of buttermilk, which 
is deleterious to the quality, as it can not 
be readily washed out. Too low a tem- 
perature is also undesirable, although it 
is better to have a temperature a little 
low rather than too high. 

Now that the land man has harvested 
his crop it is time for every community 
to get back to flrst principle, to develop 
the home place, to build houses and im- 
prove the farms and promote the welfare 
of the home community. To do all this 
there will be no better time than the pres- 
ent. Money is plentiful. Invested in a 
home it can not get away. Put into farm 
improvements it will return dividends. 
Truly, “there’s no place like home” when 
it comes to laying by safely the savings 
that are to provide for a rainy day. 
Every move that tends to make the home 
community better is a move in the right 
direction. — American Lumberman 

Don’t kill «the next Bnlo lentiginosns 
americanus you meet. In short, don’t 
kill the toad. He is harmless, in general, 
and in the Helds and gardens be is helpful, 
as he eats all kinds of noxious insects. 
Scientists have often wondered, just 
as yon have done, what the toad eats. 
Here is the result of an investigation 
showing what 100 toads— alanghtered in 
the interests of science— had eaten : 
angle worms, thousand legged worms, 


cutworms, army worms, tent caterpillars, 
miscellaneous caterpillars, snails, smv 
bug«, spiders, grasshoppers, crickets, 
ants, beetles and flies. 

Tile Nebraska experiment station says 
that during the summer months the 
growtli of young trees should be watched 
and slight corrections made here and 
there. This will help materially toward 
shaping the head of the trees so that they 
are symmetrical and properly balanced 
Some shoots become too rampant and 
need checking to preserve the balance of 
the tree and others can be bent and tied 
to till the open spaces. Or perhaps the 
tree is growing too tall and the leaders 
need pinching back to cause the head to 
spread more. A bushy or clustered 
growth is not uncommon in young trees, 
and needs to be corrected by thereinoval 
of surplus branches. 


Shoe Industry. 

Manufacturers of shoes have not yet 
struck a gait for the season. The fac- 
tories are generally in operation, but the 
majority are below normal capacity. The 
supplies they require are based on the 
anioimt of work on hand, so the require- 
ments vary. Some are taking supplies 
daily, others are reported to be supplied 
for their needs for some time. Mean- 
while, mid-summer dullness continues. 

In the retail trade, clearance sales are 
absorbing energy, and as usual each year 
the policy of such sales is discussed by 
the trade. Opinion is divided over the 
advantage of getting rid of the leftovers, 
and the real injury to current stocks is 
still lu doubt. While it is a trade neces- 
sity to get rid of the last seasons’s goods 
before another season, the best method 
of accomplishing it has not been generally 
adopted. 

New business is still being secured in 
white goods, and the demand for shoes 
and pumps for women and girls has been 
large everywhere. It is evident that 
clearance sales of such goods will not be 
necessary, for the supply has been behind 
the demand. Those who have watched 
carefully the movement of white shoes, 
feel assured that the sale has not been 
artillcial, and will be as vigorous next 
year. The white shoe is no longer con- 
sidered the fad it appeared to be a few 
years ago, and a permanent market is ex- 
pected. 

The demand for brown shoes is expected 
to be strong in the West this fall. A 
Milwaukee shoeinan is reported to have 
expressed the belief that more Russia 
tan boots for women would be sold than 
brown velvet and tan kid together, and 
that the morementof taDS would continue 
well into the winter. A New York house 
expects to do a large business in velvet- 
topped boots. 

The style question is a live one in some 
shoe circles, and a method of coctrol is a 
problem, for the styles that are pleasing 
to one section of the country do not al- 
ways tlud equal favor in another part. 
For this reason, it is argued that State 
siioe associations should attend especially 
to the work of selecting styles, thereby 
suiting the localties and at the same time 
ket-ping down as much as possible the 
number of styles, which to some dealers, 
seem to be altogether too numerous. 
This fault is attributed to the rivalries of 
retailers, and might he eliminated by hav- 
ing fewer styles. 

Shoe dealers in the Northwest are opti- 
mistic of their fall and winter trade, be- 
cause the success of the staple crops 
seems plain. The fact that farmers arc 
not pinning all ther faith to one crop, 
but are diversifying their products helps 
to assure a reasonable prosperity in which 
all business will share, so less aDd less 
does the shoe trade worry over the 
“failure” of a single crop. 

Spring samples are being produced for 
the trade and the next few weeks will 
And them going out. Novelties will be 
found peculiar to certain manufactures. 
For example, one maker of pumps decides 
that he can save not only the ankle strap 
which was made necessary to keep the 
shoe to the foot but even has eliminated 
the very cause— the slipping at the heel. 
Now, another manufacturer will offer 
pumps with two straps which cross, 
making an X. This method not only 
keeps the shoe fast, but the straps can 
be ornamented, making the shoe very at- 
tractive. Some of the Western manu- 
facturers will make pumps with wider 
toes, while the narrow oDe will be ob 
tained in the East. — Boston Transcript.

VANILLA BEANS. 

They Are Not Beans at All, but Pods 
Filled With Tiny 8«ed. 

Tbe vuuilhi plant la the only orchid 
of any industrial value. As on-hiila 
go, tbe plant Is not unattractive, for 
tbe foliage Is much greener and more 
enduring than in the case of most of 
the species. It Is a climber, and when 
tlie leaves are fresh It brightens a 
small tree trunk wonderfully. The 
Vanilla plunifoliu. to give It Its full 
name. Is a terrestrial parasite It 
climbs from the ground, but once es- 
tablished has feeding stations on the 
bark all along the line. The leaves— 
long, very smooth and light green— 
are alternate, and at the axil of each 
Is u sucker u few tuches in length that 
fastens Itself securely to the tree, ly- 
ing flat against the bark. 

The blossoms are Inconspicuous. It 
Is the resultant pods that are the va- 
nilla of tbe Industrial world. They 
are slim pods six to eight Inches long 
and when dried for the market are of 
a rich, deep reddish brown. These 
are called vunllla beans, but without 
warrant. They contain no bean; the 
seed In them Is as tine as dust. These 
seeds are the black specks that are 
usually found In the finest grade of 
vanilla Ice cream, the beet chefs tbe 
world over preferring to grind the 
“bean” rather than nee the extract 
Vanlllu Is found growing wild In the 
Bahamas. West Indies and Central 
America. In Madagascar and some of 
the neighboring Islands it has t>e>-n 
Introduced and now forms an Impor 
tant article of exi<ort Bnt American 
vanilla Is tbe iwst.- Harper’s Weekly.

In lHfih Mr. Grncev was married to 
Miss Leonora Thompson of Philadelphia, 
who paused away in 189T Three years 
later he married Miss Oorda E Pratt of 
Mtddleboro, Masa. Mrs. Gracey came to 
West Newton on Saturday evening from 
her former home in Middleboro, where 
she has been staying since retunring from 
China 

The body was taken to Philadelphia for 
burial.

Fatal Automobile Accident. 

Crashing head on into a telephone pole 
in an automobile accident at Allerton 
• luring a heavy raiu storm last Friday 
evening, John K Nash of this town, was 
instantly killed. Fred M Hawes of Brain- 
tree, was slightly injured, and Leslie 
Gordon of Holbrook escaped without a 
scratched. Nash was hurled against the 
pole with such a force that his skull was 
fractured, and the automobile was badly 
wrecked 

The accident occured about 7 p. in dur- 
ing the heavy storm which began about 
that time The men had been to Pember- 
ton and were on their way to Nantasket. 
When they reached Allertm Hill the 
downpour of rain began aud Nash started 
to speed up his machine in order to reach 
shelter as soon as possible. As the party 
came down the hill and arrived at a 
point on Nantasket avenue near tbc rail- 
road station, tney came to a turn in the 
road where a telephone pole stands at the 
very edge of the curbing and directly in 
front of the automobile. The downpour 
was so heavy that apparently the impend- 
ing danger was not seen by the driver 
and, without the least w arning, the auto, 
mobile clashed into the pole. 

When the crash was heard. Dr. ('Iiarlcs 
P. Sylvester was at the hospital which he 
conducts almost across the street front 
the scene of the accident . He and several 
others from the railroad station rushed 
to the mid of the injured men. When they 
reached tilt- spot Nash was barely alive 
and when an attempt was made to lift 
him to the stretcher in order to remove 
him to the hospital, he expired, having 
never regained consciousness. Hawes' 
wotilds were dressed at the hospital and 
he was removed to his home. 

Medical Examiner Bartlett of Marsh- 
Held viewed the remains which were 
taken in charge hy a Hingham under- 
taker and later removed to this town. 

Deceased was born in this tow n 42 years 
ago and was a son of the late Erastus 
and Mary Nash. Besides bis mother, a 
sister, Mrs Susie Gutterson aud a brother, 
Russell Nash survive him. Deceased was 
travelling salesman for the Stetson Shoe 
Company of South Weymouth and was to 
have started on a business trip this week. 

lit was a member of South Shore Com- 
mandery, Knights Templar and l’entalpha 
Royal Arch Chapter of East Weymouth 
and Delta L<dge of Masons of Braintree 

The funeral took place from his late 
home on Summer street Tuesday and was 
atlcndtd hy many of the friends and late 
business associates of the deceased in- 
cluding delegations from the various so- 
cieties of w hicb deceased was a member.

A Boy’s Advice to His Mo'ber. 

In the September Woman’s Home Com- 
panion a writer on “The Boy and His 
Opinions,” reports the follow ing case, and 
comments <>u it: ; 

•“My son,' a mother said, with, perhaps 
a note of amused irritation in her voice, 
to the spruce co’lege-boy who had ques- 
tioned the w isdoms of one of her actions, 
,you must understand once for all that 
I do not wish to have you criticise me on 
any subject whatsoever!, 

“The lad opened wide eyes. 

“ ‘Do yon mean I am never to tell you 
whit) you do a thing I think Isn't right? 
he asked. 

“ ‘I mean just that ! For a number of 
years I have conducted my affairs with 
tolerable success without the benefit of 
your criticism, and I have faith to believe 
I can keep doing it. Of course you will 
criticise. me In your own mind; that is 
quite natural and I take It for granted : 
but I don’t wish to hear your criticism 
unless I ask for It.’ 

“Of course, the boy didn’t like- it; but 
he knew .bet ter than to disobey the cora- 
maud, and I confess to admiring the 
mother for having given it. No essential 
part of teaching a boy to think for himself 
is served by permitting him to And fault 
with his pareuts. As my friend said, he 
is likely to criticise mentally their conduct 
and demeaor, to look down upon their 
beliefs and theories anil flatter himself he 
could manage most of their affairs far 
better titan they themselves do. All this 
in a way a part of his training in learning 
to think, and the fact that he will proba- 
bly discard all his expn imental theories 
and come around eventually to the codes 
of his father and mother does not make 
the educational value of the earlier pro- 
cess any less. But there is no gain for 
him in the public expression of adverse 
opinions, and the self-control involved in 
their repress is good for his soul. 

‘In all other lines, however, encourage 
your child to air his views. Perhaps 
this might not be so desirable if they 
were likely to be your views as well as 
his. But the wandering seeds of opinion 
i to which I have already referred will 
grow in the soil yon have cultivated and 
you will be able to advise him which are 
weeds to rooted out, and which are useful 
growths to be tended and fostered.”

Proctor Knott and ‘•Sunset’’ Cox Bo- 
wailed Their Funny Tag*. 

The late Proctor Knott seems to be 
remembered chiefly ns the author of 
the facetious Duluth speech, says the 
New York World Yet he was n great 
lawyer, and us chairman of tfie bouse 
committee on the Judiciary he had to 
do with serious and vastly Important 
affairs. Mr. Knott's single ap|>earance 
as a humorist fixed his reputation for 
all time, and no umount of profoundly 
serious work could change It 

Samuel S Cox bad a similar experi- 
ence with greater reusou for In early 
life be bad cultivated the risible* 
quite devotedly Mr. Knott lived long 
enough to perceive that he was to be 
Identified not with .learning or public 
service, but with an oratorical exag- 
geration. and Mr. Cox found in bis ma- 
turity that the H|teakcrshlp. the goal of 
bis career, was denied blm because It 
wns no place for a funny man. 

Although never a humorist. Proctor 
Knott accomplished something with 
satire and irony In which most men 
fall. rie made himself understood. 
Evcrbody knew that he wns joking. 
Nobody ever demanded nn explana- 
tion of his remarks on Dniuth or a re- 
traction or an apology. From that 
viewpoint therefore, he wns one of 
the successful men of bis generation.

THE KING’S CHAMPION. 

Westminster Hall, Where His Chal- 
lenge Used to Be Uttered. 

Westminster ball. In Loudon, was 
built origlually by King William Ru- 
fus (10GG-1100) and tradition goes that 
the oak of Its ceilings wns brought 
from the forest of Shillelagh. In Ire- 
land, timber which possessed peculiar 
properties rendering It hateful to spi- 
ders and their webs. Richard II. 
transformed the hall. Leaving the old 
walls standing, ho buttressed them 
strongly nnd raised over them the 
magnificent roof of oak which Is still 
extant and Intact It Is ninety-two 
feet high. The length of the hall is 
290 feet Its breadth sixty-eight feet 
It was large enough for mounted men 
to. otter In order to challenge any who 
would dispute the rights of the- king, 
a ceremony that Is quaintly described 
as follows on the occasion of the coro- 
nation of Richard III. and Queen Anne 
In 1483: - ’ ’ , " 

“In the afternoone the King and 
Qneene entered the hall, and the King 
sate In the mldle. and ye Queene on ye 
left side of the table, and on every 
aide of her stoode a Countesse, hold- 
ing a cloth of Pleasance when she 
listed for to drink. And on the right 
hand of ye King sate ye Archbishop 
of Canterbury. The ladyes sate all on 
one side in ye midle of the ball, nnd 
at the table against them sate the 
Chancellor and all the Lords. And at 
the tabid next the cupboard sate ye 
Mayor of London. • • • At the sec- 
ond course came Into ye hall Sr. Rob- 
ert DImmock. the King’s Champion, 
making Proclamaclon that whoever 
would say that King Richard was not 
lawful! King, he would fight with him 
at the utterance, and threw down his 
gauntlett, and then all the hall cryed 
King Richard. 

“And that one brought him a cupp 
of wine covered, and when he had 
drunk be cast out the drinke and de- 
parted with the cupp. • • • At the 
end of the dinner the Mayor of Lon- 
don served the King and Queene with 
sweete wine, and bad of each of them 
a cupp of gold and a cover of gold. 
And by that time that all was done. It 
was darke nlghte. and so tbe King re- 
turned to bis chamber, and every man 
to his lodging.” 

Tbe last time that the hall was tbe 
scene of the challenge of tbe king’s 
champion was at the coronation of 

Georg* IV.

Their Inquests Covered a Wide Variety 
of Subjects. 

It has lieen sup|Hised and legal his- 
torians have told us that the office of 
coroner was originally Instituted by 
King Alfred with that of the sheriff, 
both being designed to aid in keeping 
the peace when the earls gave up the 
wardships of the county. The legal 
historians are wrong, according to Dr. 
F. J. Waldo of the Rrltlsh Medico- 
Legal society, who has traced the his- 
tory of the coroner nnd bis ancient 
office ns far hack as the year 1164. 

In early days the coroner had a 
wider and more general Jurisdiction 
than he now enjoys. Coroners were 
wont to "hold their views” not only 
upon deaths where an investigation 
was considered necessary, but also 
upon various serious crimes which 
were treated as occasions for the rais- 
ing of revenue for the crown. The 
mission of the coroner to the state 
was not alone to Investigate crimes 
and bring felons to Justice. He su|*er- 
Intended the forfeiture of money and 
personal proi*erty by criminals to the 
Crown, for the recording of which he 
wns responsible. Thiw forfeitures 
were not confined In cases of violence 
And death to t!»e projHTtv of the per- 
son who could l*e held directly respon- 
sible. tint Included animals and Instru- 
ments to which loss of human life un- 
der any circumstance* might be trace- 
able.— New York World.
